FISHES AND VETOES. 


The Treaty Discussed—Some More Presiden 
tial Vetoes. 

WASHINGTON, August 14.—The senate re- 
sumed the consideration of the fisheries 
treaty in open executive session, and was ad- 
dressed by Mr. Morgan. He expressed himself 
more and more impressed with the belief that 
the attitude in which the government would 
be placed at the conclusion of the proceedings 
would be very embarrassing, and probably one 
of great danger, so- far as the peace of the 
country was concerned, or at least so far 
as quietness and the proper progress of 
commercial affairs was concerned. He be- 
lieved that, after the treaty had been rejeeted 
by the senate, the country would again be 
Abroad on that sea of ‘turmoil that had so long 
agitated it on the fisheries question; that re- 
newed difficulties would be found in the way, 
aud that the American people would be found 
handily ina state of preparation to receive, 
With composure, the necessary Outcome and 
result of the senate’s action. 

Much time was occupied by Mr. Morgan and 
by reading from diplomatic correspondence on 
the subject ef the seizure of American fishing 
vessels during the last half century. 

MR. SHERMAN AGAINST TRUSTS. 

In one of the breaks in these readings, Mr. 
Sherman, by Mr. Morgan’s permission, iniro- 
duced a bill to declare unlawful trasts and 
combinations: in restraint of pfoduction, and 
had it referréd tothe committee on finance. 
tdeciares unlawic! and void allarrangements, 
lents, trusts or combinations 
between persons or corporations made with a 
View, or which tend, to prevent a full and free 
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When Mr. Morgan had reached in his argu- 
anent the question of the protocol of 1835, 
Stauging a modus viyendi,. Le said he would 
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reserve the discussion of that and other qu es- 
tions till tomorrow. 
S0ME VETO MESSAGES. 

The senate them resumed consideration of 
legisiative business. The president’s veto 
messages in three pension cases were pre- 
sented, read and xeferred to the committee on 
pensions. Two of the bills -were 
for the widows .of soldiers, and in 
each case the president holds that the 
cause of death was not attributable to military 
service. “In one case, where the pension 
granted was twenty doliars, the name of the 
widow is not given, and the woman had re- 
married and again become a widow. In the 
third case, where the pension was for disabili- 
ty, the president failed to find any reasonably 


satisfactory proof thatthe disability was in-- 


curred in the military service. 

Another message, returning without ap- 
proval the joint resolntion for the printing of 
additional copies of the United States map 
prepared by the commissioner of public lands, 
edition of 1886, gave as wu reason for disap- 
proval the president’s supposition that the edi- 
tion vas that of 1887, which was 
later, better and cheaper. This massage was 
referred to the committee on printing.

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THE HOUSE AT WORK, 


The Time Consumed in Efforts to Holda 
©uorum, 

WaAsHinston, August 4M.—The committee 
on foreign aifairs succeeded in getting a quo- 
rum together this morning, and instructed Mr. 
McCreary to callup in the house next Satur- 
day the bill to give effect to the Chinese 
treaty. 

A few formal amendments in the senate bill 

be reconimended by the committee, the 

jmportapt being one to repeal the con- 
flicting acts, which was presumably omitted 
by the senate through inadvertance. Although 
these amendments are purely iormal, they are 
regarded as essential to the peérfeet intent of- 
the measure, and their adoption by the house 
will necessitate the return of the bill to the 
senate and further action by that body before 
it can take the form of law. 

Mr. Sayers, of Texas, moved that the house 
go into a committee of the whole for the con- 
sideration of the general appropriation bills. 

Mr. Townshend, of flinois, championing the 
opposition of the military committee to the 
fortifications bill, inquired of the speaker what 
bill would be considered if the nfiotion shonid 
prevail. 

The speaker declined to state, declaring that 
that was a matter to be determined by tle 
chairman of the committee of the whole. Mr. 
Townshend then addressed himself to Mr. Say- 
ers, and asked that gentleman what bill he 
proposed to consider, but_Mr. Sayers answered 
that the gentiemnan would know when he got 
into the committee. This was not satisfactory, 
and Mr. Townshend remarked, threateningly, 
that the gentleman might be a longtime in 
getting into the committee. Mr. Townshend 
further stated that he wished that the defi- 
ciency billshould be considered, the subject 
of fortifications being in confcrence on the 
army appropriation bill. 

Mr. Sayors’s motion was then carried—yeas 
150, hays J—five more than a quorum, but the 
fight was resum@d in the committee, Mr. 
Townshend objecting to the consideration of 
the fortifications bikh Thatobjection being 
reported to the )ous®, OR.1y8 question whether 
tho Rotise would dirett the fortifications bill to 
be laid aside, the vote resuited—yeas 17, nays 
182—no0 quorum. . 

A call of the house was ordered. The after- 
noon was consnmed in an ineifectual effort to 
secure and hoida quorum. Oneach call of the 
house a bare quorum would be developed, but 
the margin of votes would be lost when the 
question recurred setting aside the fortications 
bill; and finally, despairing of accomplishing 
any business, Mr. Sayers moved to adjourn, 
which motion was carried.

Wasnincton, August 14—Conferees on the 
army appropriation bill and those on the naval 
appropriation bill met this morning, but failed 
in each case to reach agreement. 

The conferees on the naval appropriation 
bill after meeting this afternoon decided to 
report an entire disagreement to the house. 
Matters of sma!l importance at issue were 
readily adjusted, but upon the more important 
amendments concerning new ships and stern 
dock, both sides were intlexible.

First Convention of the New 
American Party. : 


THE PRINCIPLES PROMULGATED, 


Lively Scenes and Het Discussions—New 
York and Califernia Attempt to Run 
Things—Other News. 


WASHINGTON, August 14,—[{Special.}—The 
first national convention of the. American 
party began ils sessions in Grand: Atmy hall, 
on Pennsylvania avenygep.-néar . Fifteenth 
street, this city, at 12 56 this afiernoon. 

The call fer the convention was issued July 
10th last, by Isaac Sharp,lof Kansas, chairman, 
and A.J. Boyer, of the District of Columbia, 
secretary, of the national committee. It sets 
forth briefly the objects of the convention; 
which include the nomination of candidates 
for president and vice-president of the United 
States. The 

CARDINAL PRINCIPLES 
ofthe party were epitomized in the call, as 
‘follows; 
* 1—Restriction (regulation) of immigration; 
2, the extention of time required for naturatt- 
zation to fourteen years; 3, the protection of 
the American free school system; 4, the 
American land for American settlers; 5, no 
public funds for sectarian purposes. 

The convention was called to meet at noon, 
but it was nearly an hourlater when Chair- 
man Sharp called the convention to order. 
The delay was caused by a protracted session 
of the caucuggvhich metat 11 o’clock for the 
purpose of Meussing and adopting 

A PLAN OF ACTION 
for the convention. The caucus was_ held 
with closed doors, but it was learned that no 
definite action was taken upon any matters, 
except to limit representation to one vote for 
each state. 

The discussion of this question, it is under- 
stood, was very spirited, and even acrimonious. 
The appearance of 69 delegates from New York 
state was taken by some of the members of 
the caucus as a menace to the harmony of the 
proceedings, it having been intimated that 
New York would insist upon each of her dele- 
gates having a yote in the convention, thus 
controlling its proceedings. It was insinuated 
by ome speaker that the New York delegation 
lad beén subsidized in the interest of some 
person or party, but the matter was finally 
settled by the adoption of a resolution limiting 
the representation, as stated above. 

When the convention was called to. order 
there were 

ABOUT 200 DELEGATES 

in the hall, representing 22 states and _territo- 
rics. Ontaking the chair, Governor Sharp, 
in a short address, thanked the convention for 
the honor of presiding over the first national 
cenvyention of the American party. -He coun- 
selied harmony and united action and pre- 
dicted great results from this beginning. 

At the conclusion of his ad@vess he named 
as temporary chairman Hon. P. D. Wiggin- 
ton, of California. 

Mr, Wigginton was escorted to the chair by 
two delegates carrying the American flag. He 
thanked the convention for the honer con- 
ferred upon him, and predicted that the day 
was not far distant when it can truthfully be 
said that America is fer Americans. “lris 
convention, he declared, would ultimately re- 
sult in as much good to the people of 
this country as did the first 
meeting of the continental congress; 
and the action taken here. would 
one day obtain the dignity and importance of 
a seconc declaration of independence. He be- 
lieved that Americans had the courageand the 
ability to 

MANAGE THEIR OWN AFFAIRS, 
notwithstaning the fact that America is be- 
coming the cesspool of the world. 

At the conclusion of his remarks he intro- 
duced Rev. L. H. York, of this city, who 
offered prayer. 

Mr. A. J. Boyer was then elected temporary 
secretary of the convention. 

A motion was here made limiting the yotes 
to one for each congressional district and two 
at large from each staie represented, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia to have two votes. 

The chairman announced as a committee on 
credentials: Jerome B. Burke, District of 
Columbia; A. B. Chase, Illinois; A. J. Boyer, 
Maryland; J. W. Jarboe, New York; H. K. 
Hintz, Virginia; Dr. A. B. Leek, Pennsylvania, 
and C. N. Wilson, California. Each state del- 
egation present was asked by the chairman to 
name a member of the national committee at 
tomorrow morning’s session. 

A recess was then taken until four o’clock 
this afternoon. During the recess a number 
of American flags and delegation banners were 
placed in position on the walls. 

It was nearly 5 o’clock when the committee 
on credentials appeared and the convention 
was called to-orler. .The committee reported 
that there were 126 delegates bearing proper 
credentials. The report was adopted. Of the 
delegates present 67 were from New York, 
15 from California, 7.each from Illinois and 
New Jersey, 5 each from Maryland and Massa- 
chusetts, 4 from -Peansylvania, 35 from Vir- 
cinia, 2 each from Maine, Minnesota and the 
Listrict of Colombia, one each from Alabama, 
Florida, Kansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, South 
Carolina and Vermont. 

Members of tho last cxecutiye committee 


were admitted to the flcor on the same terms 
as other delegates. 

The pending motion allowing each congress- 
ional district in states and territories repre- 
sented in convention, oue vote, and two at 
large to be cast by the delegates present, was 
called up and discussed at length. 

Mr. Hipphard, # delegate from New York, 
opposed the motion.

Permanent Organization and Platform... 

The committee on permanent organization 
decided to report in favorof the . temporary 
officers being made permanent eflicers of the 
convention. 

The cominittee on resolutions, after session 
‘lasting until after midnight, agreed upon the 
principal parts of the platform ; the main plank 
declares in favor of restriction of emigration 
and prohibition of the landing of criminals, 
paupers and insane persons inthis country. 

{t also favors the enactment of a law requir- 
Ing emigrants to this country to satisfy the 
consul at port whence they sail that they are fit 
to become citizens of the United States, and re- 
quiring he payment of capitation tax by each 
emigrant. 

Other resolutions favor free technical schools 
the repeal of naturalization laws, and the ex- 
penditure of surplus in erection of fortifications.

The Hatfields and MeCoys Doing More 
Shooting. 

CATLETTSBURG, Ky., August 14:—There is 
trouble again in Pike county between the Hat- 
fields and McUoys. 

Frank Phillips, sheriff of Pike county, who 
made the former arrests, and whose daring 
deeds made him famous, seems to be the cov- 
eted prize of West Virginians, who seem des- 
tined to get his scalp. Thetrials of the Hat- 
fields were set for Pikeviile yesterday. Last 
week Phillips was out through the county se- 
curing witnesses, 
hood of Beter, the scene of -:the former 
bloody encounter, he was approached by three 
men who claimed to be detectives, and who 
demanded his surrender. Phillips replied by 
whipping out his revolver and opening fire on 
the trio. He shot the belt off one Alexander, 
well known here, and secured his three revol- 
vers. No one was hurt inthe melee. The 
three retreated minus their hats, weapons, etc. 

The next day they returned with nine re- 
eruits in seareh of Phillips and his body gnard, 

tind the West Virginians were again repulsed. 
On Sunday the Hatfield squad, to the number 
of sixty, passed the mouth of the Beter creek 
and Captain Hatfield told an eld miner that 
he had better leave,as there was going to be 
trouble. Shortly afterward he heard a skir- 
mish between the Hatfields and the McCoys, 
the latter being forty-five strong and lying in 
wait for their enemieg, After the smoke of 
the battle had cleared away it was discovered 
that three Hatfields were killed and two 
wounded, white three of the McCoys were 
slightly wounded. The end is not yet, but the 
Kentuckians have the best of them,in as much 
as they are thoroughly organized and well 
armed.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., August 14—[Special.]

MUCH MORE HOPEFUL. 


The Situation in Jacksowvillie 
Vividly Outlined. 


ONLY ONE NEW CASE YESTERDAY. 


A Case in North Carolina and One in 
‘Georgia—News From All Southera 
Cities—War at Brunswick. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 14.—There was 
a meeting of the executive committee and the 
Jackson villeAuxiliary’s Sanitary association at 
10 o’clock this morning, at which the chair- 
men of the various committees reported. 

It was determined to greatly increase the 
number of laborers engaged in sanitary work. 
Several matters of importance were referred 
to the conference committees. Dr. J. M. Far- 
lie was requested to take charge of the head- 
quarters of the relief committee at the board 
of trade rooms for the present, with full powers 
to act. 

Upon motion the president was requested to 
telegraph the Florida representatives at Wash- 
lngton to urge the immediate passage of the 
bill of relief appropriating $200,000, now pend- 
ing, and to make a part of it available at once 
for the suppression of the disease. 

KELIEF OF THE DESTITUTE. 

Tire chatrman of the finance committee was 
instructed to prepare an appeal to the citizens 
of the city, here and absent, to forward funds 
for the use of the auxilliary associations. It is 
not desired to request outside aid, but those 
citizens who have left the city will be asked to 
contribute their share. Considerable other 
important business was ‘reported and re- 
ferred to the several committees, and the 
meeting adjourned. 

ONLY ONE NEW CASE. 

This afternoon Dr. Neal Mitchell reported 
that there was only one new case, that of S. 
‘F. Simmons, a fireman, who has been removed 
to Sandhill. This is a good day’s report for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 6 p.m. To- 
day

none, under treatment 21. Total number of 
cases to date 26.

A GREAT IMPROVEMENT. 

Dr. Kenworthy, city health officer, reports 
the situation as much improved during the 
past twenty-four hours, and the work of fumi- 
gaticn and clearing up progressing favorably. 
The infected locality, the corner of Forsyth 
and Ocean streets, is strictly watched and no 
new cases of yellow fever are reported there. 
Two women, one white and one colored from 
St. Augustine, are reported sick. One has 
billious fever and lives at the corner 
of Washington. and Bay streets, and 
the other, who lives on WeSt- Ashley, has 
dropsy. One man, at Grand Union hotel, was 
reported asa suspicious case. Another white 
man, from three miles inthe country, was 
sent to the health officer, but has no fever, 
though sick. All aredoing well at Sandhill 
hospital. At night hundreds of pitch and tar 
fires are burning, and at 9:12 the “‘concussion 
theory’ will be tested by five pieces of ord- 
nance, assisted by United States battery from 
the barracks at St. Augustine,

Stringent Quarantine at Pensacola. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., August 14.—Escambia 
county quarantined against Duval, Hillsbor- 
ough and Manatee counties a week ago. Yes- 
terday Pensacola municipal authorities and the 
Escambia county board of health went 
through western Florida with a special train, 
collecting all the county boards of health, in- 
cluding that of Gadsden, in middle Florida. 
A conference was held which greatly strength- 
ened the quarantine at all points. Inspectors 
run on all trains. Guards are posted at all 
bridges and persons from th® infected counties 
are not allowed to enter the lines. Pensacola 
is four hundred miles from the nearest fever. 
No effort will be spared to prevent its getting 


nearer. 
Refugees in Louisville. 


LovISsvILLE, Ky., August 14.—Three per- 
sons, supposed tohave yellow fever, passed 
through Louisville this morning, en route 
from Jacksonville, Florida, to their homes in 
Ohio. 

They went to Jacksonville last spring for 
their health and when yellow fever became 
epidemic by energetic measures made to the 
quarantine ofliciais made theif escape. They 
were accompanied ‘by an official of the 
Louisville and Nashville railway, who was 
also in the infected district, making his escape, 
He has not yet shown any symptoms of fever, 
although he was for atime with Lou Tuttle, 
passenger agent of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville for Florida, who died at Jacksonville on 
Friday. The official’s wife and others sup- 
posed to have beengess dangerously exposed, 
were also in the party. 

When they left Jacksonville on Sat- 
urday none of them were ill, 
and the only fear was that they 
would not be able to get through the lines. Be- 
fore they reached Georgia, however, one case 
had developed, and the victim was put off ata 
farm three miles south of Waycross, Georgia. 
The party was stopped at several quarantine 
stations, but everywhere denied that they had 
been exposed to the fever,

A telegram was receivsd later by Mayor Dunn 
from Fernandina, saying: 

“For God’s sake don’t quarantine the Mal- 
lory line against us. Our city is in perfect 
health.’’ 

It is thdught, however, it will be done, as 
the Brunswick authorities are determined to 
keep the disease from their city at any cost. 

Refugees in Savannah. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 14,—[Special.}—The 
yellow fever in Florida will cause a loss of 
thousands of dollars to Savannah's wholesale 
merchants. Already they are heginning to 
feel it, and if it continues the cutting off that 
part of the trade will mean heavy loss. Two 
of the refugees were run out of the city last 
night. One of them came into Savannah on 
Satutday morning from Jacksonville, having 
left that city at Friday afternoon; and he 
heard of the ordinance and the reward soon 
after the council adjourned, and started for 
the Central depot. An olticer was sent to look 
him up, but when ke was found at the rail- 
road = waiting {for a train he was 
allowed to goin peace. From the wording of 
the ordinance, refugees who have been out of 
Florida for ten days can come to Savannah. 
A person was heard to remark atthe courte 
house this morning that he had just met a 
friend who got- in from Jacksonville on the 
morning train. At noon the oflicers were look- 
ing forthe refusces. They were aman and 
his sister. For iwo hours a policeman waited 
at a Bay street ofiice for the traveling man to 
come. At last accounts the party had not 
showed up atthe office, and itis suspected 
that he had got wind of what was going on. 

Passing Through Macon. 

Macon, Ga., Angust 14.—[Special.}—The 
number of fever refugees who passed through 
the city today have been less than for several 
days previous. This afternoon a train from 
Jacksonville on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad had less than twenty on 
board, but a special train on the same road 

assed through tonight with about seventy-five 
Sound for Atlanta. Today’s north bound train 
was met at. the depot by ail the refugees hero 
and the scene was like soldiers meeting after a 
battle. Those on the train were amply sup- 
plied with hot coffee, sandwiches a.d other 
refteshments by Mayor Price, on the part of 
the city, and their comfort and wants looked 
after as far as possible. 

A Death at Harmony Grove. 

ATHENS, Ga., August 14.—[Specia!.}—-A 
gentleman from Harmony Grove neports @ 
genuine case of yellow fever in that little city. 
Of course the victim of the fatal malady was a 
refugee from Jacksonville. There is no dan- 
ger of infection im the pure atmosphere of the 
little city among tle hills, and it is to be 
hoped that pure air and kind treatment will 
leatl to the recovery of the unfertunatovictim.

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Proceeding of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety—The Address of Welcome—An 
Exciting Debate. 


Newnan, Ga., August 14.—[Special.]}—The 
Georgia State Agricultuaal society met in its 
semi-annual convention at the opera house, 
in Newnan, this morning at9o’clock. Presi- 
dent W.J. Northern, of Sparta, called the 
meeting to order. There are about 400 dele- 
gates present, from every part of the state, 
and are the most intelligent body which has 
ever assembled in this city.: The meeting was 
opened by prayer by Dr. James Stacy, of the 
Presbyterian church, which was specially ap- 
propriate. 

The president announced the death of the 
honorable secretary, Colonel E. C. Grier, of 
Macon, and said at the proper time suitable 
memorials would be had. There being no sec- 
retary elected to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Mr. Grier, his son Clark Grier was 
chosen to discharge the duties of this conven- 
tion. . 

Major W. A. Turner, of Newnan, delivered 
the address of welcome on the part of the city 
of Newnan, in his usual graceful and inimita- 
ble style. It was interspersed with pithy an- 
ecdotes and happy illustrations for 
which he is so famous. He paid 
befitting tribute to the ceaseless toil and pa- 
tient forbearance of the agricultural classes of 
Georgia, who have been the main-spring in all 
her material and social development. Trusts 
andceom bination sydicates received his scathing 
rebuke. He claimed, however, that every de- 
partment of life was in a measure dependent 
upon the other; that as one advanced ajJl the 
others must materially go side by side in the 
grand upward movement towards a higher 
civilzation. It was received with marked at- 
tention and received repeated applause. 

Hon. Grigby E. Thomas, of Muscogee 
county, responded to the address of welcome, 
and spoke with deliberation and distinctness. 
He reviewed the exercises of the last meeting 
in February 2t Waycross, and the addresses 
made on the occasion, briefly outlinmg the 
thoughts gleaned from those well-prepared 
essays; spoke of the hospitality of the people 
of Waycross, and the pleasing associa- 
tions formed on that occasion, His ad- 
dresse was couched in smoothly flowing 
language and was well received, eliciting re- 
peated applause. He gavea history of agri- 
culture, going back to the Augustin age, 
showing his extensive researches.and famil- 
iarity with ancient history. Leaving those 
ancient researches, he came suddenly back to 
Georgia aud traced the rise and progress of the 
agricultural society from their first meeting at 
Stone Mountain, Ga., in 1810, where only fifty 
members were assembled ; said that the socicty 
has grown to numbers. 
teIn- 1854, they 
charter. It is 


first obtained their 
representative body. 
It is not confined, he said, 
exclusively to farmers. Said the railroads of 
the state, appreciating the influence of this 
society, had tendered the delegates with free 
passes over their roads. He denounced the 
custom of borrowing money of English capi- 
talists to rum our farins, and kept bowed down 
with the burden of mortgages, and appealed 
to the Georgia acTriculturists to 
throw otf the heavy yoke thus 
placedupon them. He referred to the bagging 
trust recently formed, and urged the farmers 
to resist such dictation by the monopd@lists. 
This elicited loud and continuedgZapplause. 
Urged the farmers to start up their 
own . mills, and be independent 
of all trusts and combinations. 
By starting up§ manufactures to work up 
our raw materials we encourage home indus- 
tries under the plan enunciated by Henry 
Clay, known as the American system—indorsed 
alliances. The only way to beat one ring is to 
form another ring. But recommended moder- 
ation and forbearance; we must be allies and 
not aliens. 

Major L. R. Ray asked permission to make 
an announcement at the close ot Mr. Thomas’s 
address, and extended an invitation to the 
convention to be present at the laying of the 
corner stone of the Newnan cotton mills at 5 
o'clock, which was accepted. President 
Norihen then addressed the convention, on our 
system of farming, bejng a _ scientific 
discussion of the problems of farming in Geor- 
gia. Herecommended that the society dis- 
pense with their spring session. The time has 
come, he said, which demands co-operation 
among farmers. MRidiculed the idea of their 
becoming a political organization. He advyo- 
cated state aid tothe society of agriculture. 
The policy of government is the greatest good 
to the greatest number. New York state, he 
said, appropriated over $20,000 to aid their 
agricultural classes. Also the state of Ohio 
and other northern states. With 7,000,000 
acres of land in Georgia under cultivation we 
only produce about $70,000,000 products. Bel- 
cium, he said, produced four times as much 
with poorer lands. The richest soils 
under crude hands produced poor results. 
Referred to thescientific manner of farming in 
Germany, Bavaria, France and,other Euro- 
pean countries, and showed how those couniries 
encouraged the department of agriculture. 
Advocated protection among the farmers 

gainst all combinations. Ridiculed wholesale 
mercants not selling to farmers at wholesale 
prices. Said the policy of the govern- 
ment was against the farmers; yet 
ve ure cautioned to be quiet and submit. 
said that the business polecy of the merchants 
of our country had destroyed our agriculture; 
was opposed to tha retail system practiced by 
merchants. Our business policy must be 
changed. Our farmers must become self- 
sustaining. Advocated clubbing together. It 
may close, he said, some retail stores, but said 
there were too many, anyhow. Said 
there was room for them on the farins. 
Spoke of the hard life of the farmers working 
in thesun—said, however, he was not a farmer

Two cars came which I sold readily, clearing 
onthem. I telegraphed in vain for 
The cars could not be obtsined at 
Albany, and then came on the melon crop of 
and Missouri. The melons were 
smalland poor compared with the Georgia 
melons, but they sold for from 10 to 12 cents 
each, and there was no demand for the 
others.” f 

The complaints of the melon growers ‘from the 
above examples can be summed up as follows: 
The railroads charge an excessive freight tariff 
their supply of fruit cars is insufficient, they 
have delayed freights to the great loss of the 


shippers. The commission men are generally 


reliable. 


What are the remedies? 

If the shippers would invariably prepay the 
freight on melons that would relieve the rail- 
roads of any danger of loss and would- doubt- 
less reduce the freight rates. 

“Tf the railroad commission would place the 
melons upon class P standard freight tariff 
prepaid that would solve the freighs charge 
problem, said a Dougherty county grower. 
Mr. Vason adyises the prepayment of freight. 
A mutual understanding between the growers 
and the railroad authorities would doubtless 
obyeate matiy of the present. troubles regard- 
ing each of the fruit cars, unequal tonnage 


delayed __ freights. The railroads 
can ‘but be anxious to encourage 
and foster this industry which gives 
them, so large a business during the dull season. 
It is stated here that the Central railroad paid 
out during the melon season from $3,000 to 
$5,000 in advanced freight to the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railway at Albany. At 
the conclusion of the melon shipments the 
payment fell to that many hundreds. 

A concert of action among the growers will 
be of great benetit. 

Ifthey would employ a distributing agent and 
station him at some central point, Atlanta 
being perhaps the most desirable, he could be 
of great assistance in moving the crop, prevent- 
ing the markets being glutted, forwarding 
only to such commission men, say, but one or 
two in the largest cities, tlrat he knew to be 
stricily honest and reliable. His services 
would be of incalculable benefit. He would 
have to be a level-headed man, as it would be 
a position requiring a cool and clear head and 
good judgement, arailroad man who would 
have control of the wires would perhaps be the 
most useful. 

All of these questions, however, will be 
settled -by these conventions. The growers 
are nearly all of them men of splendid business 
qualifications, and they wiil work out their 
own salvation. 2

It is to be regretted that there should be 
any dispute or difficulty as to the date of 
the proposed melon growers’ convention. 
The matter is of such vital importance to 
the success of the business, and to the 
pockets of the growers, that neither official 
dignity nor private prejudices should be al- 
lowed to stand in the way of the success of 
the convention. 

It strikes us that Mr. W. R. Talley, the 
president of the South Ggorgia Truck Grow- 
ers’ association, should have manifested 
some interest in this matter some time ago, 
Failing in this, if he has the interests 
of the melon growers in view, it is his 
duty to conform the date of his call to 
that which has been selected by prominent 
melon growers, namely, the 15th of August. 
The propriety of holding the convention 
has been discussed in the newspapers for 
some weeks past, and the date has been 
fixed for the convenience of those who at- 
tend. Just why Mr. Talley should con- 
ceive itto be his duty to step in after the 
date has been selected and publication made 
in the newspapers, and call another conven- 
tion to meet at a different date, we have no 
means of knowing. If it is his purpose to 
create confusion and differences, it is to be 
feared that he will be successful. Mean- 
while, the interests of the melon growers 
will suffer, and neither convention—if both 
assemble—will have any influence on the 
railroads. Mr. Talley’s energy would be 
admirable if it were not belated. Concert 
of action on the part of the growers is much 
more necessary than belated energy, which 
brings about confusion. 

The evils under which the melon growers 
have suffered the past season are of sucha 
character that, unless some action is taken 
locking to their mitigation, the melon busi- 
ness will be destroyed. It cannot survive 
the gross discriminations and the outrageous 
freight charges that the railroads have seen 
proper to make. Just how the destruction 
of this promising business will profit the 
transportation companies, we are at a loss 
to understand. 

It is true that some of the railroad men 
have stated in interviews and in communi- 
cations in these columns, that the idea that 
the railroads are trying to destroy the melon 
business is preposterous, and they are emi- 
nently correct. The idea is indeed prepos- 
terous, but itis no more preposterous than 
the fact. ‘The fact is preposterous, and yet 
it isafact. When a person playfully points 
a gun ata friend, the idea that he intends 
to kill him is preposterous, and the fact that 
the gun sometimes goes off and does the 
bloody work, is also preposterous. We are 
inclined to believe that what what is pre- 
posterous goes hand in hand with the unex- 
pected, for both are continually happening, 

We invite the attention of our readers to 
a communication printed elsewhere, signed 
*‘justice.’’?’ The statements made in that 
communication, and the figures appendea 
thereto, ought to at@ract the attention, not 
only of the melon growers, but of the man- 
agers of the railroads, who, in their anxiety 
to get all there was to be got out of a car 
load of watermelons, have entirely overlook- 
ed the interests of the growers. 

Our correspondent gives a statement of 
the sales of twenty-seven carloads of water- 
melons shipped to one of the best houses in 

New York. ‘The sales were above the 
average of the season, and our readers can 
see the result for themselves. The twenty 
seven carloads sold for $4,678. Of this 
amount the growers—the shippers-—received 
$1,382.37, while the railroads pocketed 
$3,345.63, as freight. Does this look like 
the roads are tryingto nurse anew busi- 
ness, or does it look like they are trying to 
conliscaie the entire concern? At any rate 
the roads pocket three-fourths of the pro- 
ceeds, and, as a matter of courtesy, permit 
the growers to have one-fourth asa species 
of beneficence. | 

On the whole, if we are to believe some 
of the railroad men, the growers ought to 
thank their stars that they are permitted to 
have any of the proceeds of their crop. 
They ought toregard itas a great favor 
that the roads will haul their crop at all. 
Nevertheless, in the opinion of Tur Con- 
STITUTION, a more disgraceful showing was 
never printed, nor have greed and high- 
handed extortion ever made a more signifi-

Butit is 
plain that. some places are unfit to be vis- 
ited by a female reporter, and some sensa- 
tions should not be assigned to her to write 
Up. | 

The New York World is willing to have 
its ‘‘Nelly Bly’? form an acquaintance with 
@ masher in Central park, and take a soli- 
tary ride with him, just to see how villain- 
ous he is, andthe Chicago Times sends its 
“Nell Nelson,” disguised as a working girl, 
into various factories of bad reputation to 
find out whether the bosses will insult her 
or treat her with respect. 

Now, a newspaper can utilize the women 
on its staff without giving: them such 
unpleasant work todo. There is no excuse 
for it. 

The employment of women in offices, 
stores and factories can easily be made 
thoroughly respectable, asin factit is at 
present, with the exception of some estab- 


lishments in our large cities. There is no |

necessity for bringing women in close con- 
tact with men who conduct themselves 
improperly, and in the largest and hottest 
shops, where they all work side by side, no 
reason exists for allowjng the mento strip 
themselves of two-thirds of their costume. 
If the women can stand it tokeep them- 
selves decently covered, men can stand it 
also, and they ought to be forced to. 

t is going altogether too far to encourage 
the idea that women wage-workers are to 
be placed entirely upon a level with their 
male companions. A distinction should be 
made, and it can be made without injuring 
the interests of employers. 

sFortunately the ‘‘Nelly Bly’? and ‘Nell 
Nelson” style of business has not been intro- 
duced in this region. There is no telling, 
however, what may come, and it is well 
enough for our people to formulate views 
on the right side of a question so important 
and far-reaching.

It Amounts to Nothing. 

Our Blaine contemporaries are making a 
great deal of fuss over a recent editorial of 
the London Times, the English ‘*Thun- 
derer,’’ which is as follows: 

The electiontering campaign in America ought to 
be most interesting to the English people for histor- 
ical, political, philosophical and eg Np 
* * * The main question at issue is EngTish free 
trade against the continental system of protection. 
The republic is on trial. Good, conservative gov- 
ernment, under Cleveland, is opposed by the rule 
and ruin party of Blaine, whose friends nominated 
Harrison, and who would certainly be the secretary 
of state under a Harrison administration. Thus the 
American people are directly involved in the con- 
test through their pockets, which will be affected 
by the tariff, and their future, which would be se- 
riously influenced by the restoration to power of 
such a firebrand as Blaine, with his home rule sym- 
pathies and anti-Canadian policy. The American 
election is infinitely more important to Englishmen 
than their own internal politics just at this junc- 
ture, and they should observe every phase of the 
campaign closely and understandingly. It is from 
this point of view that the copious dispatches to the 
Sunday Times are cabled, The result of the Amcri- 
can election will help to decide many important is- 
sues in Grea’ Britain. 

The effort to make republican campaign 
material out of this will amount to nothing. 
No one doubts that the Times expresses the 
opinion of the whole English people in the 
above, nor should anyone care what they 
think about our campaign, 

The people of this country are conduct- 
ing a purely American campaign, and if it 
pleases or displeases England, it should be 
of no concern to us. If the people of the 
United States, in satisfying themselves, in-

Our interests are of sufficient magnitude 
to require our attention, and, after we are 
convinced that we have gotten our affairs in 
shape, it is time enough to turn to others 
for their opinion of the work.

The city of Liverpool has gone to workin 
earnest to secure a pure and never failing 
water supply. 

In order to accomplish the object, an en- 
tire Welsh village will have to be removed 
with the surrounding forests, and this large 
space will be occupied by a reservoir four 
and a half miles long, by half a mile to a 
mile wide, and eighty feet deep. There will 
be three lines of pipe, each sixty-eight miles 
long, with filtering beds and segondary res- 
ervoirs, and the aqueduct alone will cost 
$15,000,000.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


The Business Which Came Before Yesterday’s 
Session. 

The state railroad commission met yesterday, 
the full board, consisting of Campbell Wallace, 
chairman; L. N. Trammell and A. S. Erwin, 
A. C. Briscoe, secretary, being present. A 
large number of distinguished railroad men 
were in Atlanta by request of the commission- 


ers. 

The most important matter before the 
board was the discussion of the local 
cotton rates, and this matter was 
thoroughly gone over. The board rendered 
no decision as to the cotton rates, but will care- 
fully consider all the interests involved before 
issuing any circulars as to freight charges. 

A committee from the Griftin board of trade, 
including the president, Mr. J. D. Boyd, Vice 

-resident A. C. Sorrell, Secretary W. H. Brew- 
er, and Mr.C. G. Mills, appeared before the 
commission, presenting a complaint against the 
Central railroad. They charge that road with 
discrimination and state that the rate on cotton 
from Griflin to Savannah is 49 cents, while the 
rate from Atlanta is only 45 cents. They ask 
to be put on the same basis as Atlanta on cot- 
ton rates to the seaboard. The Centrrl's an- 
swer to the complaint of the Griffin board of 
trade is that the rate from Atlanta is made to 
meet competition from Charleston and other 
points outside the state. Nodecision was ren- 
dered in this matter. 

Messrs. Brannan and Camp appeared betore 
the board and presented their reasons for ask- 
ing that the Atlanta and West Peint road be 
ordered to build a bridge at Puckett’s station. 

The regular monthly meeting ef the board 
will be held onthe 28th instant, and several 
important decisions will be rendered at that 
time. 

Christening a New Road. 

President Lane, of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida road, was present at the meeting of the rail- 
road commissioners yesterday and requested a 
christening at the hands of the buard. President Lane 
speaks as though he is yery well pleased with the 
present condition and future prospects of his infant, 
and says that it now has fifty-seven miles of 
completed road, 150 miles graded and will run 
trains into Valdosta by the first of October, The 
road is projected to run into Palatka, 285 miles, and 
President Lane says it will do its share of the busi- 
ness when completed. The road is sthndard geuge, 
the track is laid with sixty-pound steel rails, and 
trains that are now running over the completed 
portion of the road make good time,

Suits Filed.

Fooled in Decatur. Keal Estate—A Paper 
sued for #10,000—All Sorts of Kail- 
road Suitse—Againat the City. 

Yesterday was return day, fand until 10 
o'clock last night the clerk’s oflice was open 
for the filing of suits. Uo 

Dr. W.Perrin Nécholson brings snit for? »,000 
against J. T. Slateriand Zona Blatter. oe 
petitioner claims that on the ith: of March, 
1887, the said J. T. Slatter came to-him, repre- 
senting that, jointly$with his wife, he (Slatter) 
owned a forty acre lot of land near the center 
of the city of Decatur, Alabaima, and impor- 
tuned him to buy one acre. It 1s set forth that 
Slatter stated atthe time that the land had 
not been surveyed and platted out, so it could 
not be located with exactness, but the 
acre he wished Mr. Nicholson to bay was 
within one-half mile of the ~ union 
depot, that a street was being graded alongside 
and adjoining the acre, and that a street car 
track was being laid within one block of it, by 
virtue of which advantages the property was 
bound to enhance in value speedily and mate- 

ially. 
fio the petitioner bought the lot and paid for 
it, relying solely and entirely upon the repre- 
sentaiions made by Slatter. He was given a 
provisional or temporary deed to the land, and 
on December 7, 1857, he was given a regular 
deed defining the metes and bounds cf the 
acre. This deed was sent toa real estate 
agent in Decatur, and by this means Mr. Nich- 
olson discovered that the acre deeded him was 
by no means what he had bargained for; that 
instead of half a mile it was a mile and a quar- 
ter from the depot; that from the corner near- 
est any street it was 446 feet to the nearest 
street, and that in other respects he had paid 
for more than he got. 

The petition states. that the difference in 
value between an acre as described at the time 
of purchase and the acre purchased was at least 
$3,000, the amount sued for. 

Dr. Willson Brings Suit. 

Dr. John 8S. Willson, the gentleman that had 
both feet crushed off at the Whitehall street 
crossing about two weeks ago, filed a suit yes- 
terday against the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road for $40,000. 

This is the largest amount sued for at the 
ensuing term of the court. 

The petition states that on the evening of 
August 4, 1888, about 7 o’clock, Dr. Willson 
started to cross the Western and Atlantic track 
at the Whitehall street crossing, but was 
knocked down bythe engine and both legs 
were run over in such manner that the ampu- 
tation of both feet became necessary. He has 
suffered great bodily pain and continues to do 
so, and his capacity for wage earning has been 
diminished four-fifths: he has been put to 

reat expense and will for the remainder of his 

ife be put to great expense by reason of the 
accident. 

The petitioner further states that the acci- 
dent was the result of gross carelessness on the 
part of this road in that no bell was ringing, 
nor was there any other signal of warning, the 
flagman or watchman was not at his post nor 
doing his duty, the train was going at a rate of 
from eight to twelve miles an hour, and there 
was no “‘cow catcher’ cr other device on the 
front of the engine for throwing to one side of 
the track what might be caught-on the track. 
It was dusk at the time of the accident and 
crowds were passing continuously, and the 
yross cayelessness of the engineer is responsible 
or the misfortune. 

Vs. the Georgia Pacific. 

Charles P. Green sues the Georgia Pacific 
railroad for $10,000, and the ground facts in 
the case, as set forth in the petition, is almost 
a parallel to the accident which happened day 
before yesterday and resulted in the death of 
the unknown Irishman. 

Green alleges that on April 17, 1888, he was 
walking along the Western and Atlantic track 

_about five miles from Atlanta, and about 5 
o’clock p.m. Hesawthe Western and At- 
lantic train coming behind him and stepped 
off that track upon the Georgia Pacific track, 
which runs parallo] to and very near the West- 
ern and Atlantic. He was waiking along the 
Georgia Pacific track unconscious of danger, 
watching the. Western and Atlantic train pass, 
when he was struck from behind by the Geor- 
gia Pacific train and thrown twenty feet into 
the air, falling upon his neck and shoulders 
and spine, his injuries proving permanent. 

It will be remembered that the Irishman 
stepped from the Georgia Pacific track to the 
Westernand Atlantic and was watching the 
Georgia Pacific train pass when he was struck 
from behind and killed by the Western and 
Atlantic engine. 

The trains are always near together at this 
point, and usually run races, going at a high 
rate of spced and more or less regardless of 
human life. 

Against the East Tennessee. 

Joseph M. Elders brings suit against the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road for $10,000, in that on February 11, 1888, 
he took passage on that road from Recliionrt 
to Braswell. He offered to pay his fare to 
Braswell, but was told by the conductor that 
the train would not stop nearer than Dallas, 
gnd from that point petitioner could come back 
to Dallas upon a freight train that night, and 
for this the conductor promised to make ar- 
rangenients. Relying upon this _ state- 
ment the petitioner boarded the freight 
trains that night. A brakeman on 
the freight promised to ‘slow up” 
at Braswell. The train slowed up at a certain 

‘int, and the brakeman told him to jump off. 

{fe did so in the dark, jumping from a trestle 
forty feet high. He was knocked senseless, 
and remained so for three or four days. His 
spine was permanently injured, liis hips, back 
and breast crushed, and he was otherwise in- 
jured. At the time of the accident petitioner 
Was 26 years old and a school teacher, 

When Her House Was Raised. 

Mollie E. Bentley filed a five thousand dollar 
guit yesterday against Mr, A. M. Rhinehart. 
The petition states that on and before June 14, 
1888, petitioner rented from Mr. Rhinehart a 
smali house near the corner of Mangum and 
Thurman streets. Upon that day the house was 
being raised under the supervision of Mr. Rhine- 
hart. He (Rhinehart) had told her that it was 
perfectly safe for her to remain inside while 
the house was being raised, and relying upon 
his superior intelligence petitioner remained in 
her room. About noon the house gave a ter- 
rible lurch and careened over, falling several 
inches. Petitioner sprang from the door, about 
six feet to the ground below, and was so shock- 
ed by the fall or bacg: that she was seriously 
injured internally. In addition to this some 
of ber furniture was broktn, and in the ex- 
posed condition of the house, she being unable 
to take care of it, other furniture and valuables 
were stolen. 


A Doctor Sued. 


Mr. Sam Wallace sues Dr. J. L, Couch for 
$15,000 damages. The sai@ Couch, so the pe- 
tition states, advertised and still advertises 
himself as a surgeon and dispenser of drugs. 
A child was born to wife of petitioner Sep- 
tember 23, 1887, bearing upon its back just 
above the thigh at the time of its birth a small 
The defendant lanced the tumor, and 
subsequently repeated the operation, and in 
consequence of the gross carelessness and lack 
of proiessional skill of the doctor the child was 
Stricken with paralysis and died between7 and 
8 months after its birth. The damages are 
calculated upon the basis that the child would 
have been worth to petitioner upon an average 
of twenty-five dollars per month for 21 years. 
Then the wife’s time and trouble are put 

OWn at $2,000, and the balance is for doctors’ 
bills and time and trouble of petitioner.

Vigorous Work of the Board of Health 
—Inspecting the Incoming*Trains— 
Other News.

The board of health has taken prompt ad- 
vantage ofthe appropriation made for their 
use by the city council and as outlined in Tre 
CONSTITUTION yesterday thorough sanitation 
and proper precautions will guard the health 
of Atlantians and give no chance for the intro- 
duction of the yellow fever. 

The representatives of the railroad 
having connections at suspicious points 
joined hands with the health officials of At- 
lanta and ata meeting yesterday afternoon ex- 
pressed tlieir willingness to co-operate in all 
reasonable acticn that will lessen the chanees 
for the introduction of the disease in\ Atlanta. 

The meeting referred to was held at the 
mayor’s office and the following gentlemen

were in attendance, the railroad representa- | 


tives being present at the request of Atlanta’s 


health officers: Major G, A. Whitehead, gen- | 


eral freight agent, and D. W. Appier, general 
agent of the Central; A. J. Orme, general 
agent of the Atlanta and West Point; R. H. 
Vinton, representing the East Tennessee. At- 
lanta was repsented by Mayor Cooper, Drs. 
saird and Alexaimler, Mr. Aaron Haas, of the 
board of health, and Messrs. Brown and 
Stephens, police commissioners. 

The situation was discussed, and an expla- 
nation given of the methods proposed to be 
used by the health authorities,-and the rail- 
road representatives were requested to give 
the inspecting oflicers all the assistance in 
their power. It wasexplained that this action 
wag taken so that any dangerous case among 
the refugees from Florida, now flocking to At- 
lanta, might receive pr®per care, and remain 
under the surveillance of the health depart- 
ment. The railroads will extend the co-opera- 
tion that has been asked, and orders to that 
effect will be at once issued to the train men 
on these roads, and no concealment of sus- 
pected cases of fever will be permitted. 

With this assuranbe from the railroads that 
they will aid the inspectors and the knowledge 
that the board of health is doing everything 
necessary to put the city in a first-class sanita- 
ry condition, Atlanta can continue to welcome 
Florida refugees without fear of any bad re- 
sults. 

Yesterday’s Arrivals. 

The number of Florida people who arrived 
in Atlanta yesterday was not so large as on 
previous days during the present scare. <A 
careful estimate of the arrivals from Florida, 
yesterday, including the East Tennessee train 
arriving at 10 o’clock last night, puts the 
number at 250. Of this number about 150 are 
said to have remained in the city, the others 
going north and east via the different lines. 
The day’s arrivals will undoubtedly exceed 
those of yesterday as there is one train, a 
special, carrying 500 people from south Flori- 
da left Jesup last night and will arrive in 
Atlanta this morning. With this addition to 
the number of Floridians already in this city 
they will beable to organize an “away from 
home’’ club with a membership of over 1,600. 

They Are Grateful. 

That tha Florida peuple who have found a 
healthy and desirable home in this city feel 
kindly toward Atlanta and her people goes 
without saying. They are all loud in their 
praise of the city’s generous policy, and their 
experiences en route only add to their appreci- 
ation of the comforts and hospitalities of the 
gate city of the south. 

. What They Say. 

Late arrivals from Jacksonville continue to 
tell the old story of a continued exodus from 
that city, the suspension of business and the 
measures adopted by the authorities to prevent 
the spread of the disease and care for the 
stricken patients. Our special and associated 
press telegrams tell the story of the fever at 
that point in detail. So far ag the svym- 
pathy of Atlanta is concerned there is nothing 
new in regard to the matter, and were it not 
for the number of refugees who are making 
this their temporary home, the news from 
Florida would only excite the sympathy 
of Atlanta people. <As it stands now, with 
the bealth authorities vigilant in all necessary 
measures to guard against the introduction of 
yellow fever, there is nothing of a sensational 
nature in the present status of the matter. 

Inspection of Trains. 

All trains on the Central, Atlanta and West 
Point and East Tennessee roads, from the 
south, will be be boarded by ivspectors, and 
any suspicious cases will be promptly quaran- 
tined. Dr. F. W. McRae is the physician in 
charge of the inspectionson the East Tennes- 
see road, while Dr. Crichten will have charge 
of trains arriving over the Central and Atlanta 
and West Point roads. The duties of the in- 
spectors began last night, the trains arriving 
at 10 o’clock over the East Tennessee and at 9 
o’clock via the Central being the first to come 
under the new rules adopted by the health au- 
thorities. ‘ils inspection of trains will prove 
one of the best safeguards against any intro- 
duction of the fever in Atlanta, and the physici- 
ans in charge of this branch of the health de- 
partment will see to it that their instructions 
are carried out to thé letter. Kach physician 
will have the assistance of ofticers, and will be 
fully equipped for their duties. 

A Worthy Object. 

Mr. Robert H. Jones, who was obliged to 
leave his business interests in Jacksonville on 
account of the yellow fever epidemic, called at 
THE CONSTITUTION Office last night and gave 
the outlines ofa plan thatis intended to aid 
the needy refugees who are in Atlanta. - Mr. 
Jones desires THE CONSTITUTION to state 
to the Florida people now in Atlanta 
that all Presbyterians, as well as any others 
who may take an interest in the matterpare 
invited to meet at the Central Presbyterian 
church-tonight at 8o0’clock. <A prayer service 
will be held, after which a meeting will be 
held to organize a temporary aid society for 
the benefit of needy refugees. The plan, so far 
as it has been formulated, is this: The 
aid society is to be formed among the 
Florida people who are in a position to 
contribute in small amounts, and the money 
so obtained is to be used in giving support to 
the needy refugees, until they receive other 
aid oremployment. The Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association of this city will be interested 
in this matter and efforts will be made to se- 
cure employment for all who have been forced 
to leave their homes and occupation in Jack- 
sonville. Speaking of this matter toa reporter, 
Mr. Jones said: 


‘‘T was in business in Jacksonville. and was | 


obliged to leave on what might be considered 
almost a moment’s notice. Had I net been in 
a position to draw money for my needs I would 
have been in rather an embarrassing position 
in Atlanta. I am contident that there

STITUTION cai'ed at his office yesterday, the 
doctor deeming it advisable to make an official 
statement of the board’s action in regard 
to sanitary measures and the _ arrange- 
ments for inspection of trains. THE CoNn- 
STITUTION yesterday mentioned the fact 
of the board of health having been 
supplied with an abundance of money, 
which would be used to the best advantage in

cleaning up the city and insuring protection 


from the introduction of yellow fever. In ad- | 


dition to this Dr. Baird outlines the plans 
acopted by the board as follows, prefacing his 
statement by assuring the public that the 
board of health has no desire to conceal any- 
thing from them, and pledge themselves to 
promptly take all necessary steps demanded by 
the health of Atlanta people. 

Ur. Baird stated that it was the intention of 
the board to tell the truth and the whole 


truth in regard to the Sanitary condition of the 


city, and to officially announce the existence 
Oi any disease that may endanger the public, 
and especially of any case of yellow fever that 
may be imported or occur here, 

‘‘As to the present situation,’’ said Dr. Baird, 
‘“‘the board of health feel that there is no oc- 
casion for alarm, so far as yellow fever is con- 
cerned, The history of Atlanta shows that 
while there have béen cases here during former 
disease has never spread, 

While Savannah, Chattanooga and Augusia, 
virtually our next door neighbors, have all 
been afflicted with the disease in an epidemic 
form, people always visited Atlanta with abso 
lutely norestraint, and there was never the 
Slightest uneasiness in Atlanta. 

“I will say,”’ continued Dr. Baird, ‘‘that not- 
withstanding the confidence which is felt in 
the healthfulness of Atlanta, the board of 
health intends to use every precaution to pro- 
vide against any risk from imported cases of 
yellow fever. 

“The board of health has made arrange- 
ments for the erection of a hospita] about two 
miles from the city in a suitable locality, and if 
necessary will establish a comfortable 
quarantine station near the hospital. The hos- 
pital will be ready for occupancy on Friday, 
but in the meantime a temporary building will 
be utilized if there*is any demand for hospital 
are. 

‘There is one thing I want to call your at- 
tention to,’’ continued Dr. Baird, ‘‘and that is 
the fact that the ordinance relating to the 
duties of hotel and boardinghouse keepers, in 
giving notice of any contagious or infectious 
diseases that may exist on their premises. The 
ordinance reads as follows, and the penalty 
for its violation is a fine of not less than $100, 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, or 
both tine and imprisonment at the discretion 
of the court: 

It shall be the duty of every hotel keeper, board- 
inghouse keeper or other citizen to give immediate 
notice to the board of health of any case of any in- 
fectious disease of a dargerous character such as 
smallpox, cholora, diphtheria, scarlet fever, yellow 
fever and other diseases as shal! be declared danger- 
ous by the board of hoalth, which may occur in his 
or her hotel, boardinghouse or dwelling. 

“In line with this ordinance, I wish to say 
that the board considers it the duty of every 
hotel or boardinghouse keeper to promptly re- 
port any case of sickness that may occur among 
any Florida people who may be guests of their 
houses. I particularly desire the physicians of 
Atlanta to. report auy cases that they may 
have knowledge of, so that the board may be 
kept fully informed. If any cases of yellow 
fever are discovered the board can be relied 
upon to take prompt action and all persons 
who have been exposed to the disease will be 
promptly quarantined, and the premises thor- 
oughly disinfected. : 

“To insure a timely discovery of any danger 
from incoming travelers, the trains arriving 
from the south over the East Tennessee, Cen- 
tral and Atlanta and West Point will be 
boarded and the passengers inspected by phy- 
sicians who will be assisted in their duties by 
officers of the depariment. “Dr. L. M. Crich- 
ton will have charge of the Central and West 
Point roads and Dr. F. M. McRae will inspect 
the {Mast ,Tennessee trains. Dr. W. D. Biz- 
zelj, formerly of Mobile, has also been engaged 
by the board, and his extensive knowledge of 
the disease and its syanptoms will make him a 
valuable assistant in the work of: inspection. 

“When it became known that the board of 
health intended increasing the present force of 
inspectors, we had a-large number of applica- 
tions for positions. The board has appointed 
Othcers George W.,,Spear and J. C, Carlisle 
permanent inspectors, who wili be assisted by 
Officers Moncrief, James M. Seal, J. M. V. 
Cain. Inspector ‘Veal is in charge of the 
ofiicers detailed for this branch of the service. 
The board wiil employ ten double teams, 
equivalent to about thirty of the present style 
of garbage cart, which will give us considerable 
aid in putting the city in first class shape.’’:

Mr. L. J. Ellis, assistant passenger agent of the 
Last Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad, 
received a telegram last night from St. .Augus- 
tine, stating that all the United States soldiers 
in the garrison at that place had been trans- 
ferred to Huntsville, Ala. Tho entire garri- 
son will be moved. Last night the soldiers 
left St. Augustine for Huntsville via the East 
Tennessee. Virginia and Georgia railroad. 
They will pass through Atlanta today. 

The Hon. A. O. Bacon came from Macon 
last night and proceeded to Chattanooga. Be- 
fore taking his departure he said to a reporter; 
“The residents of Macon have no fears about 
the yellow fever. They begin. to feel sorry that 
Macon quarantined against the refugees. The 
fecling is that the situation in Jacksonville is 
not nearly so bad as has been reported.” 

There is a sensible diminution in the num- 
ber of refugees from Florida. The trains 
which came from the south yesterday and last 
night contained very few passengers from be- 
yond Savannah. The incoming trains last 
night were met some twenty miles from At- 
lanta by the physicians who were designated 
by the board of health to make an inspection 
of the passengers. The physicians had little 
or nothing to do. There were only a few refu- 
gees, and there was not on@ suspicions case, 
Out of an abundance of caution, the physi- 
cians will meet all trains from the south before 
they reach the city, and make acareful inspec- 
tion.

Wasntmoron, August 15.—[Special.)-It has 
been rumored around the capitol teday that 
there would be no tariff bill after ali, as Mx. 
Blaive was anxious wo have the issues of the 
campaign made distinct between what he calls 
free trade and protection. It has also been 
said that Senator Hale, of Maine, had con 
sulted with Mr. Blaine, and that the latter 
had advised agaist it. 

HENCE THE SUDDEN DECISION.

When asked 
if the bill would then pass, Senator Allison 
poligely retired to the inner chamber of the 
committee room without cxpressing an Qpin- 
jon. |
